HELSINGFORS, Jan. 27.—A 
crushing Russian defeat north- 
east of Lake Ladoga with the 
capture of huge quantities of 
tanks and other war material 
by the Finns was reported to- 
day by unofficial Finnish 
sources, 


HELSINKI, Jan. 27,—Finnish 
ski fighters were reported today 
to have trapped the remnants of 
four Soviet Russian divisions in 
the sub-zero wilderness north of 
Lake Ladoga. 

Unofficial Finnish reports indi- 
cated two Soviet divisions might be 
beyond help while a crisis was ex- 
pected momentarily for the other 
two, harassed by the guerrilla tac- 
tics of Finland's ski patrols 

Four Russian divisions, believed 
to have totalled originally 70,000 
men, were said to be in disastrous 
retreat, leaving thousands dead and

U.F.A. REQUESTS

CROP PAYMENT 


OTTAWA, Jan. 27.— Because 
wheat is selling at about 86 cents, 
the government was asked today to | 
make an interim payment to grow- 
ers beyond the 70-cent basic initial 
price already paid on the 1939 crop. 

J. E. Brownlee, counsel for the 
United Farmers of Alberta and 
former premier of that province, 
placed before Agriculture Minister 
Gardiner the U.F.A. case for an im- 
mediate additional wheat payment 
As things stand, the farmers would 
not receive anything beyond the 
first 70-cent price until the entire 
1939 crop is sold, which may take 
another six months or more, 

Since the current price is 16 
cents above the initial payment 
and appears unlikely to fall below 
the present level, the U.F.A, con- 
tends that an interim payment 
could be made with safety.

TRUSTEES TO 
DOUBLE FEES 
TO MEMBERS 


Action Said Necessary To 
Avert Financial 


Collapse 


CALGARY, Jan, 27.— Doubling 
of membership fees in the Alberta 
School Trustees’ Association, to 
avert a financial collapse of the 
organization, was endorsed by 
delegates at the closing session of 
a three-day annual convention 
here yesterday, 

Inclusion of most of the former 
small rural divisions into one new 
large division had brought the crisis 
in finances, officials said. 

Whereas every rural district 
formerly paid $2 per year, the large 
divisions, embracing from 25 to 150 
rural schools apiece, now only con- 
tributed $25. 

Annual fees from divisions was 
raised from $25 to $50, in the re- 
port submitted by P. G. Davies, 
Clyde, chairman of the finance 
committee, and endorsed by the 
delegates, Cities of Calgary and 
Edmonton will have their fees 
raised from $25 to $75. 

Lethbridge and Medicine Hat will 
pay $50 instead of $25. Drumheller, 
Red Deer and Wetaskiwin will re- 
main at $25, 

Consolidated schools will be rais- 
ed from $3 to $5, and individual 
rural districts will remain at $2. 

Membership in the association is 

compulsory. under statute enacted 
by the provincial legislature last 
year, but an “escape clause” allows 
any board to remain out for any 
year by signifying its intention prior 
to November 1.

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A Matter of Keeping Faith 


A dissolution while parliament is in 
session is very unusual, Dissolution after 
the members have assembled and a ses- 
sion has been formally opened but before 
any business has been done is probably 
without precedent in Canada. It is a legiti- 
mate question why, if the decision had 
been reached to make “an immediate ap- 
peal to the country,” the members were 
put to the trouble of going to Ottawa and 
the country to the preliminary expenses of 
a session before dissolution was announc- 
ed. Could not dissolution have been an- 
nounced and a general election ordered in 
the usual way, by proclamation authenti- 
cated by insertion in the official publica- 
tion known as The Canada Gazette? 

Well, it was a matter of keeping, or not 
keeping, a pledge. Toward the end of the 
special session in September, the Leader of 
the Opposition asked for assurance that 
an election would not be called before par- 
liament met again. He said: “If it is as- 
sured—and I believe that is the intention 
of the Prime Minister—not to have an 
election until after another session of 
parliament, if the Opposition can be as- 
sured that such is the intention of the 
Government, the Opposition will be in a 
better position to co-operate with the 
Government than if honorable members 
on all sides are to go home with the 
thought in their heads that possibly an 
election will be sprung upon them.” 

To which Mr. King replied: ‘As to the 
question of a general election before an- 
other session, my honorable friend has 
been kind enough to say that I told him 
some time ago that I would not think of 
anything of the kind or countenance it. 
Nor have I had a suggestion from any 
member of parliament that a general elec- 
tion should be thought of between now 
and another session.” 

Mr. Manion: “May I be allowed, Mr. 
Speaker, to break the rules and speak 
again merely to express my thanks to the 
Prime Minister for his straightforward 
answer to my question.” 

It was not possible therefore, without 
breaking a promise frankly given and 
frankly accepted, to dissolve parliament 
without calling the members together. 


There Had To Be a Show-Down 


It can be said for Dr. Manion and Mr. 
King that both kept the political truce in 
consideration of which the promise was 
given that an election would not be called 
before parliament met again. The Opposi- 
tion leader did not start an election cam- 
paign in the interval, and the Prime Min- 
ister kept his word and called the session. 

But others did not respect the truce. 
Very much the contrary. The incident in 
the Ontario legislature, where the Govern- 
ment and many of its followers jcined the 
Opposition in passing a resolution censur- 
ing the conduct of the war effort, was only 
the culminating event in an unofficial 
campaign that was started and actively 
promoted, with the obvious purpose of 
discrediting the Dominion Government 
even at the cost or risk of hampering and 
disturbing the development of the war 
program. 

Which campaign, it may be said, bore 
strong evidence of drawing its inspiration 
from sources which would stand to profit 
if by this type of guerilla warfare there 
could be brought about a condition result- 
ing in the establishment of another Union 
Government. 

If Canada’s war effort is to be carried 
through efficiently, these sporadic dis- 
ruptive tactics had to be stopped. The one 
way to stop them was to dissolve parlia- 
ment and ask the voters to say who they 
want to conduct their business, the war 
effort included, ‘This they will say when 
polling day comes. 

In his statement on Thursday, the 
Prime Minister made plain that when 
parliament was summoned there was no 
intention to take the summary course 
which was taken. The plan then was that 
urgent business should be dealt with, 
urgent legislation passed, and a general 
election called at the end of a session 
which the Opposition was counted on to 
shorten by the agreed co-operation, 

The Toronto incident upset these cal- 
culations, It made plain that concentra- 
tion on the war program would not be 
possible under the existing conditions. 
Ministers harrassed by political filibusters 
cannot devote their whole time and atten- 


| 


tion to the all-important business in hand, 
There was nothing for it but to ask the 
voters for a “direct and unquestioned 
mandate” that the Dominion is to be 
ruled and its war effort directed by parlia- 
ment, without interference from provincial 
politicians and pot shotting from other 
irresponsible quarters. 


On The List 


The engineers chosen to review the St. 
Lawrence waterway project on behalf of 
the Governments of Canada and the 
United States have decided that it is feas- 
ible. Their business apparently was to 
check over the plans in a critical mood and 
give a judgment unaffected by pre-con- 
ceptions. 

They say the scheme can be carried 
through, that the estimates of cost are 
reasonable, that it will accomplish the 
dual purpose of opening the great lakes 
to ocean shipping and creating vast 
amounts of electric energy available on 
both sides of the stream, that property in- 
terests along the river will not be in- 
jured, and that the attractions of Niagara 
Falls will be protected and even enhanced. 

This seems to dispose of any doubts as 
to the physical aspect of the proposal. It 
is not, according to the verdict, an imprac- 
ticable dream of men enamoured with an 
idea to the point of overlooking actual ob- 
stacles. The difficulties, the cost, and the 
results, have all been taken duly into ac- 
count, and the plans drafted on this basis. 
Any notion that the thing was impossible, 
or that the cost would be prohibitive, is 
disposed of. 

What remains is for the Governments 
—which in reality means parliament and 
congress—to decide whether they want to 
proceed with the project. The Govern- 
ments evidently are agreeable, and unless 
one or other has misjudged the views of 
its legislature the undertaking may be ex- 
pected to be started soon, probably 
during the coming summer. Tentatively 
at least, the deep waterway scheme is now 
on the agenda. 


The trade treaty between the United 
States and Japan expired at midnight, 
despite pleas from Tokyo. The effect is 
that the United States has gone half way 
toward placing an embargo on the sale 
and purchase of goods to and from Japan. 
It may or may not go the rest of the way, 
but is now free to do so. The treaty 
guaranteed Japan the same treatment as 
given to other countries. That guarantee 
no longer exists. Commercial penalties 
can now be imposed in retaliation for 
interference with United States interests 
and rights in China.

The Passing Show

Only a few people in Germany noted the 
Saturday “catas- 
trophe of gigantic magnitude’ had taken place, 
It did not concern the general staff, nor did it 
spur the Gestapo into frenzied action. It was 
a catastrophe seen through telescopes in the 

Milky Way, of which the earth 
an undistinguished  frag- 
ment, rather than a disaster on 
the western front. Scientists re- 
port that a sun “exploded’ and that its crust fell 
millions upon millions of miles through space 
at a prodigious speed. 

As our sun is about 40,000 light years from 
the centre of the Milky Way, this destructive 
eruption must have occurred almost infinitely 
long ago, in prehistoric time. 

Astronomers speak of our appalling ignor- 
ance of the universe. What is known of its 
vast laws probably is no more than a span of 
the huge circle which man’s finite mind never 
will be able to compass. Yet our small and 
blurred insight into nature’s laws has given us 
a strange conceit of our own powers. We have 
been taught to regard man as the centre of the 
universe. It is only a rare reflective mind like 
Lord Balfour's that can picture humanity as 
pitiable and embarrassed sojourners on the 
meanest of all the planets. 

It sobers our vanity to remember that 
cataclysms are constantly happening in the 
natural world before which even the organized 
brutalities and insensate wrongs of the civilized 
world pale into stricken insignificance.

A pretty 
jest, it is far from the truth. No one today will 
deny that the United States is a citadel of free- 
dom and a bulwark of liberty. 

The statue which. crowns the capitol dome 
officially is known as the Statue of Freedom. 
It is 19 feet, 6 inches high, weighs just under 
15,000 pounds and cost $23,796.82, exclusive of 
putting it in its place. 

For a time it looked as if the statue never 
would arrive. Thomas Crawford, father of 
Marion Crawford, the novelist, designed a 
plaster model in his Rome studio for which he 
was paid $3,000. It was shipped on April 19, 
1858, on the bark Emily Taylor, which sprung 
a leak and had to seek shelter in Gibraltar. 
Later, it again was battered about, putting in 
for safety at Bermuda. The vessel then was 
condemned. 

Crawford's model did not reach New York 
till December, 1858, and the statue of freedom 
was finished on November, 1, 1862, 

A strange symbolism marks this story, and 
gives it a kind of poetic justice, Just as liberty 
itself often is battered but never broken, so the 
statuary which seeks to catch in cold stone the 
warm spirit of freedom, had to endure many 
tempest-tossed days ere at length it reached a 
quiet haven. Yet liberty, in fulfillment of its 
sacred aphorism, in the end must prevail. 


While echoes of the Burns’ dinner still hang 
in the air, it may not be amiss to recall some 
of the deeper national purposes that are served 
by these days of remembrance. Stevenson, who 
can be described as a sort of Puck who always 
was carrying the shorter catechism about with 
him, has told a charming story to 
point the value of tradition. Ger- 
manicus, leading the Roman 
legions to battle against the enemy, 
saw his troops waver and turn irresolute in the 
very moment of combat. Suddenly seven great

eagles flew out and seemed to marshal the 
Romans to victorious combat. “Forward!” 
cried :Germanicus, “and follow the Roman 
birds!” 


It was sheer audacity to enlist the forces of 
nature herself as the ally of the Roman arms, 
but the surge of spirit which followed Ger- 
manicus’s rhetorical inspiration, was an omen 
of conquest. 

This story has echoed through the ages. It 
puts the high-spirited Roman in a new light. 
Usually he is pictured as a heavy-handed tyrant. 
The grace of the Greek fell away in the pomp 
of the Roman. This episode shows, however, 
that fairy fancy touched Rome with its blessing 
no less than other nations.

The history of the British Isles, it is well to 
remember in these days of storm and upheaval, 
is a pageant of freedom. In Stirling Castle lies 
the sword of Sir William Wallace. It weighs 
200 pounds. The men who laid the foundations 
of Scotch greatness were giants. Can you 
imagine any modern soldier 
going to the wars with a sword 
that heavy? Wallace’s sword 
was even more massive than 
Goliath's, for the boy David, a stripling, lifted 
up the Philistine’s weapon and carried it about, 
and no lad could flourish a 200 pound sword 
unless he were endowed with superna] powers 

The little nations of the world have done 
more for the progress of humanity than all the 
six-foot-six Powers that can be found. Athens, 
Jerusalem, England—all are small. It was a 
little nation that followed the big sword of 
Wallace. It is a little nation today that follows 
the beacon lights of freedom. 

In moments of national stress, anniversaries 
of bards and heroes do more than provide an 
occasion for honoring the dead. They remind 
us of the duty of being worthy of their example.

destroyed the walls of Jericho and that he will 
shortly blow it against us, (It is not generally 
known—owing, no doubt, to the inefficiency of 
the ministry of information—but there is reason 
to believe that this is his “secret weapon.”’) Most 
of all they seek to scare the neutrals by remind- 
ing them of what happened to Poland for daring 
to defy them. This is a lesson, their official organ 
has just said, which the little countries had bet- 
ter bear in mind! The method is old enough; 
long ago Giant Despair and his wife applied it to 
the Pilgrims: 

Then said she .. . Show them the Bones and 
Skulls of those that thou hast already dis- 
patch’d; and make them believe, ere a week 
comes to an end, thou also wilt tear them in 
pieces, as thou hast done their fellows before 
them.

On This Date

On Jan. 27, 1873, Sir John A. Macdonald 
wrote to Lord Dufferin to inform him that Hon. 
J. C, Chapais had tendered his resignation as a 
member of the ministry because he desired to 
retire into private life. 
offered to nominate Mr. Chapais to be Speaker 
of the Senate, but the offer was refused. The 
retiring minister, who had long heen in public 
life in Lower Canada, was one of the representa- 
tives of his province at the Quebec Conference 
and, therefore, a Father of Confederation. When 
the first Dominion cabinet was formed, in 1867, 
he was given the portfolio of agriculture, an 
office in which he took little interest, his abilities 
being rather in the law courts than on the farm, 
though he was a skilled administrator of public 
works before Confederation. 

Sir John, in his letter to Lord Dufferin, 
expressed his appreciation of the Quebec states- 
man’s modesty and hoped that he might be able 
to later procure for him a tangible recognition 
from the sovereign, meaning a knighthood. Un- 
fortunately for Mr. Chapais, however, Sir John 
was thrown out of office and the title never 
came. He lived at his manor in Kamouraska 
until 1885, contributing much to the literary life 
of French Canada and maintaining the high re- 
pute of the Chapais family, one of the oldest in 
French Canada, and one of whom was Mr, Ben- 
nett’s choice in 1934 as representative of Quebec 
in his brief return to titles,
